Atlantic Seaboard Hit By Storm

A major storm sloshed up the Atlantic seaboard 
today, drenching coastal areas with heavy rain and high 
tides and dumping up to a foot of snow farther inland. 
Heavy snow warnings were posted for the Ohio

Army 'Target' Satellite In Orbit 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Army has a satellite 
whirling around the earth which could make it possible 
to increase the accuracy of U.S. missiles and other wea­ 
pons by pinpointing selected targets. 
The satellite, launched secretly last month, is per­ 
forming “exceptionally well.” It is designed to improve 
the mapping of islands and continental regions far from 
the North American Continent. 
Launching of the satellite, known as SECOR, was 
disclosed yesterday by Dr. Albert C. Hall, deputy direc­ 
tor of defense research and engineering for space. 


Rescue On Way To Quake-Rocked Isle 


LISBON. Portugal W— American and British rescue 
ships were reported removing terrified islanders today 
from earthquake-rocked Sao Jorge in the volcanic Azores 
island chain. 
Half a dozen other vessels were speeding toward 
an eastern port on Sao Jorge. Most of 20,000 inhabitants 
were gathered there to await rescue, fearing the quakes 
— now in their sixth dav— would set off volcanic erup­ 
tions and destroy their island. 
The quake waves had destroyed at least 47 homes 
on Sao Jorge and hundreds more were said to be near 
collapse. No casualties have been reported. 


U.S. Kin Permitted To Leave Vietnam 


WASHINGTON W— Families of U.S. personnel in 
South Vietnam are being permitted to return home in 
the face of stepped-up Communist terrorism. 
But U.S. officials have no plans at present to order 
home the 1.339 American wives and children still in the 
embattled Southeast Asian country.

So far, only a few American dependents there have 
asked to be sent home.

If your wife or h u s b a n d 
passed away in 1961, or later, 
you may still be able to com­ 
pute your tax as though you j 
were filing a joint Federal re­ 
turn. 
You 
cannot 
c l a i m your 
d e c e a s e d 
s p o u s e ’ s ex­ 
emption. but a 
taxpayer can 
have the bene­ 
fits of income 
splitting for a 
period of two 
years after the 
year in which 
o c c u r s t h e 
death of his spouse, if he has 
not remarried and if he main­ 
tains as his home a household 
which is the principal place of 
abode of a child or stepchild 
for whom the taxpayer is en­ 
titled to a dependency deduc­ 
tion. 


This will result in a lower 
tax bill if your taxable income 
is over $2.000. 


There are some limitations. 
A taxpayer shall not be con­ 
sidered 
to 
be 
a 
surviving 
spouse if the taxpayer has re­ 
married at any time before the 
close of the taxable year, or 
unless, for the taxpayer’s tax­ 
able year during which his 
spouse dies, a joint return 
could have been made under 
the provisions of the Internal 
Revenue Code. 


If a taxpayer does not qual-

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Rocket Ship X-15 
Flies 3,450 MPH 


EDWARDS A I R F O R C E 
BASE (UPI)— Space Agency pilot 
Milton Thompson today gunned 
the rocket ship X-15 to 3.450 
miles an hour in the third of 
a series of flights designed to 
study heat transfer rates. 
It was the 101st flight for 
the experimental aircraft. 
In today’s flight the X-15 em­ 
ployed a sharp leading edge on 
the top portion of the vertical 
tail that alters the air flow 
over the tail surfaces. 
The aim of the experiment 
was to reduce critical heating 
the plane will face in future 
flights to new world record 
altitudes. 
The aircraft also c a r r i e d 


equipment to measure bound­ 
ary layer noise levels for pos­ 
sible use in the planned super­ 
sonic transport program. 


A microphone recorded the 
noise level of the turbulent air 
that flows over the surfaces of 
the X-15. The noise level is 
then measured and plotted on 
graphs. 


Measurements of noise level, 
coupled with measurements of 
panel movement obtained by 
the use of strain gauges, are 
used to predict possible struc­ 
tural fatigue. The information 
is the only high speed flight 
data available outside of wind 
tunnel studies.

Flies To Go 
With Satellite 


MOFFETT FIELD W — Seed­ 
lings, frog eggs, bread mold 
and fruit flies will be aboard 
the first biosatellite — to be 
launched late next year— in a 
study of radiation and weight­ 
lessness effects, the National 
Aeronautics and Space Admin­ 
istration said today. 
Fourteen kinds of biological; 
specimens weighing about 50 i 
pounds will be studied, said 
spokesmen at the space agen­ 
cy’s Ames Research Center. 
The b i o s a t e l l i t e will be 
launched by Delta rocket from 
Cape Kennedy, orbit the earth 
for three days, then be recov­ 
ered in the Pacific.

Later flights lasting up to 30 
days may carry land and wat­ 
er plants, roaches, rats, ham­ 
sters, monkeys and human tis­ 
sue cultures.

SAN FRANCISCO 0JPI) — The 
Coast Guard said today it is 
calling off "active search” for 
the missing 49-foot trimaran 
yacht Tontine, unheard from 
since Jan. 18. 
The Tontine, whose designer 
called it virtually unsinkable, 
left San Francisco last June 
with its builder, William D. 
Barton of Danville, and a crew 
of six.

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Ben-Gurion More Worried 


Over Zionism Than Water 


Senate Unit Passes 


Control On Lobbying

SDE-BOKER, Negev Desert 
—Why did David Ben-Gurion, 
the 
77-year-old 
“ Grand 
Old 
Man” of Israeli politics, choose 
to let loose his recent broad­ 
side at Zionism just as Israel 
is getting ready for a show­ 
down with neighboring Arab 
nations over its national water 
project to irrigate the Negev 
Desert with water from the Jor­ 
dan river? 
Ben-Gurion’s associates, who 
have accompanied hlin to his 
self-imposed exile in this Negev 
desert settlement, stress that 
this is no mischievous blast 
from a foolish old man. Far 
from trying to create rifts 
which could undermine nation­ 
al morale, they say, he is try­ 
ing to force the nation to come 
to grips with graver issues. 
Ben-Gurion r e g a r d s the 
water dispute with the Arabs 
as passing trouble. In his view, 
the Arab states will not dare to 
attack Israel in force. And if 
they do attact within the next 
five years, they would be de­ 
feated. Any kind of guerrilla 
warfare or sabotage raids they 
might launch would be pin­ 
pricks which Israel's security 
forces could easily cope with. 
The real danger to Israel’s 
existence 
will come in the 
1970s, Ben-Gurion believes. Ac­ 
cording to his closest associ­ 
ates, he feels it is inevitable for 
nuclear arms to appear on the 
Middle East front. He is also 
convinced that 
the 
moment 
Egypt, or any other Arab coun­ 
try, has atomic weapons or nu­ 
clear-tipped missiles, the temp­ 
tation to obliterate Israel by a 
surprise strike will be so great 
that war will be inevitable, un­ 
less the Jewish State prepares 
now to meet this not-so-distant 
threat. 
Some experts estimate Egypt 
will have atomic weapons by 
1968. 
Therefore, the only thing 
that can save Israel, Ben-Gur­ 
ion reasons, is scientific-tech­ 
nological advancement at such 
a swift and continuous pace as 
as to k e e p well ahead of the 
Arabs. 
Having thus defined Israel’s 
basic needs in the immediate 
future, the aging leader has | 
worked out the following table 
of national priorities: scientific- 
technological r e s e a r c h , im­ 
proved general and specialized 
education, 
stepped-up 
indus­ 
trialization, 
consolidation 
of 
emotional ties between Israel 
and 
J e w i s h 
communities 
abroad, and strengthening of 
the Israeli armed forces. 
The Zionist movement is de 
laying this process in Ben-Gur- j 
ion’s view. Instead of acting as, 
the consolidating and unifying ! 
agent, it splits Israel from with­ 
in by furthering a multitude of 
Zionist 
groups 
and 
parties, 
widens the gulf between Zion-1 
ist and non-Zionist sections of 
Jewish 
communities 
abroad; 
and wastes precious resources 
on 
unnecessary 
conferences, 
party machinations, expensive 
junkets and activities. 
The program of the former 
premier, worked out in his I 
home at Kibbutz Sde-Boker. 
demands gradual abolition of 
the world Zionist movement, its 
various bodies and organiza­ 
tions. 
Global 
Jewish 
unity 
would be advanced through a I 
worldwide 
educational 
cam 
paign to study Hebrew, invest 


At Air Base 


in 
Israeli 
enterprises, 
send 
youngsters to spend their sum­ 
mer vacations in Israeli youth j 
camps, and finance worthwhile 
projects in the Jewish state. 


The 
abolition 
of 
Zionism 
would end the proliferation of 
political parties within Israel— 
a long-standing gripe with Ben- 
Gurion. Without the artificial 
injections 
of 
Zionist 
funds, 
most of these splinter parties 
would disappear, leaving only j 
two or three bona fide political 
; groups. 


So many vested interests are 
threatened 
by 
Ben - Gurion’s 
anti Zionist proposal that he is 
hopelessly outnumbered among 


the leadership of his own Ma- 
pai party. 
Israeli government ministers 
are against him is this, too— 
except for Moshe Dayan. 


Ben-Gurion Knows this. But 
he hopes to persuade the Is­ 
raeli youth, and the powerful 
class of young officers, officials, 
technocrats, specialists and ed­ 
ucators that their real interests 
lie within the scope of his plan. 
Such is Ben-Gurion’s present ! 
credo. His attack on the wind­ 
mills of Zionism seems Quixot­ 
ic. 
But so m a n y Quixotic 
attacks of Ben-Gurion have suc­ 
ceeded in the past that Israelis 
can only wonder.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Senate foreign relations com­ 
mittee yesterday approved leg­ 
islation to tighten control over 
Americans lobbying for for­ 
eign interests. 
A key provision of the bill 
would 
forbid 
a 
registered 
agent of a foreign government 
from soliciting political cam­ 
paign contributions or acting 
as a “ conduit” for campaign 
funds from overseas interests. 


The bill, sponsored by Chair­ 
man J. William Fulbright (D- 
Ark.) and Sen. Bourke B. Hick* 
enlooper (R-Iowa), grew out of 
the committee’s year-long in­ 
vestigation of lobbying activi­ 
ties by Americans on behalf of 
foreign governments and or- 
1 ganizations. 


It would give the attorney 
general broader enforcement 
powers short of actual crim­ 
inal prosecution and spell out 
more clearly who is covered 
by the foreign agents registra­ 
tion act. The bill would make 
the first major changes in the 
law since it was passed in 
1936. 


The proposed ban on politi­ 
cal contributions grew out of 
disclosures by the committee 
that Washington lobbyist John 
A. O’Donnell made campaign 
contributions to more than 20 
members of Congress while 
lobbying for a pending Philip­ 
pine war claims bill. O’Donnell 
was representing Phillippine 
sugar firms and other inter­ 
ests.

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State Junior Colleges Face Cloudy Financial Future 


By AUSTIN SCOTT 
SACRAMENTO UB — Califor­ 
nia’s junior colleges, the fast­ 
est growing segment of the 
state's rapidly expanding high­ 
er education complex, face a 
cloudy financial future. 
T hat’s the view of top state 
education officials, who are be­ 
coming concerned at the fan­ 
tastically rapid growth of the 
71 
two-year 
institutions 
on 
what may prove to be an inse­ 
cure financial base. 
The problem, according to a 
D epartm ent of Education re­ 
port, is that the cost of junior 
college education is carried too 
unevenly by two few. 


The 
tuition-free 
institu­ 
tions. which now enroll more 
than half of California's 410,- 
50ft 
college 
students, 
are 
caught in a four-way squeeze, 
says Dr. Ronald Cox, chief of 
the division of public school 
administration. 


They're catching the results 
of the post World War II baby 
boom. 
They're beginning to catch 
the overflow from University of 
California 
and 
state 
college 
campuses, some of which are 
reaching their designed capaci­ 
ties 
and 
are tightening en-j 
! trance requirements for high 
school students. 
They 
are 
collecting 
their 
share of increased emphasis on 
a higher education, including I 
more adults r e t u r n i n g t o ( 
school. 


And they’re paying for it all 
largely through efforts of t h e 1 
local 
property 
taxpayer, 
al 
ready burdened in many areas 
with more than he should pay. 


Last year 207,502 Californ­ 
ians attended public junior 
colleges, not including about 
40,000 in the adult programs. 


The state figures it cost $570 


to educate each non-adult stu­ 
dent, and paid about 25 per 
cent of the cost, or 85.4 million 
dollars, 
directly 
from 
state 
funds. 
Department of Finance statis­ 
ticians expect 293,000 junior 
college students 
by 
1970, a 
growth of 41.2 per cent. And it 
will cost even more per stu-! 
dent by then. 


By 1975, the state's master 
plan for higher education en­ 
visions 75 per cent of all stu­ 
dents will go to JCs for their 
first two years of college. 


That figure now is 68.3 per 
cent. 
All 
of this, 
officials 
say. 
throws a heavy load onto t h e ! 
property taxpayer, who pays 69 
per cent of the junior college | 
| costs. 
The federal g o v e r n m e n t j 
| chips in 6 per cent. 
Unlike other higher educa-i 


tion institutions, the junior col- * 
leges 
are 
locally 
governed, j 
Also, largely because of the | 
very diversified programs, it j 
costs more to educate a junior! 
college student than any other! 
kind. 


No state department has fig­ 
ures on whether local junior 
college 
districts 
are 
having | 
trouble raising funds. But some 
local officials are voicing con­ 
cern that their voters will not 
approve bond issues or higher 
tax rates even if the college 
needs the money. 


Junior colleges are sup­ 
ported much like elementary 
and secondary schools. The 
state grants every college 
basic aid of $125 per pupil, 
regardless of how well off 
the district is. 


Then the state takes the dis­ 
trict’s assessed valuation and 
computes whether a tax rate of 


25 cents per $100 will give the 
district $570 per pupil. If not, 
the state makes up the differ­ 
ence with equalization aid. 
In theory, this supplies an 
adequate education program. 
In practice, many districts are 
taxing above the 25 cent rate. 
One way to ease the burden 
on some taxpayers would be to 
increase the state’s share of 
the cost. 
The Coordinating Council for 
Higher Education, in its 1964 
budget report to the legisla­ 
ture, asks for 16 million dollars 
more in state funds, to bring 
the level of state support to 
roughly 35 per cent. 
But a 
1962 report to the 
State Board of Education from 
Roy E. Simpson, then superin­ 
tendent of public instruction, 
noted: 


“Under the present system 
of support for junior col­ 
leges, it is not possible to de­ 


vise a method of allocating 
state funds that will provide 
for uniform and equitable ef­ 
fort on the part of the local 
property taxpayers . . . ” 


The report cited four rea­ 
sons, including widely varying 
tax rates among wealthy and 
poor districts, and the basic 
state aid given to all districts 
without regard to need. 


The State Board of Equaliza­ 
tion has suggested some form 
of countywide tax to make 
wealthy d i s t r i c t s within a 
county 
help 
support 
poorer 
ones. 


This proposal would levy a 
minimum tax on all districts, 
regardless of wealth, and dis­ 
tribute the money where need­ 
ed most. It was not approved 
by the 1963 legislature. 


The council also recom­ 
mends an increase in the 
$570 
per 
pupil “cost” 
of 


junior college education, and 
a reduction in the 25-cent 
"computational tax,” thereby 
increasing equalization aid. 


And it calls for eliminating 
the distinction between ordi­ 
nary junior college students 
and adult students. Adults are 
supported at a lower level and 
the council says eliminating the 
distinction would provide an­ 
other 10 million dollars a year. 
Another recommendation is 
to include 20 million dollars 
of junior college construction 
bonds in every state construc­ 
tion bond issues. Money from 
these would be issued on a 
matching basis by the districts. 
The California Junior Col­ 
lege Assn. has also urged the 
state to pay 45 per cent of 
junior college costs, a figure 
recommended by the master 
plan. 
Legislative Analyst A. Alan 
Post, in his report to the 1964 


legislature, 
said one of the 
problems in finding a solution 
is “a serious lack of informa­ 
tion at the state level concern­ 
ing the organization, finance 
and administrative policies of 
the public junior colleges. 


"This lack of Information,” 
Post continued, ‘‘stems in 
large part from the broad 
local autonomy which 
the 
junior colleges have enjoyed, 
and . . . has been a major ob­ 
stacle to the resolution of 
several major issues as to 
their growth and develop­ 
ment . . 


He notes, though, that the 
council expects to complete a 
study of the system late in 
1964, and comments: 
“ It 
is 
expected 
that 
this 
study will lead to the adoption 
of a num ber of important rec­ 
ommendations on their financ­ 
ing to the 1965 session of the 
legislature . . .”

Greek Cypriot Gunrunner 
Head Quite Willing To Talk

HAIFA — Vassili the Red- 
beard. detained by Israeli po­ 
lice who finally caught up with 
his "Redbeard Gang” of Greek 
Cypriot gunrunners, was quite 
willing to talk. 
He admitted having placed 
orders for 500 automatic pis­ 
tols, 200 automatic shotguns 
and 300 high-velocity hunting 
rifles with telescopic sights, as 
well as 450.000 rounds of am­ 
munition. 
It was the size of his order 
and his readiness to pay cash 
that alarmed the owners of the 
22 firearms stores in Haifa and 
Tel-Aviv visited by the "Red- 
heard Gang,” and made the 
storekeepers 
contact 
police 
headquarters. 
Deportation orders were is­ 
sued against four of the Greeks 
as well as redbearded Vassili 
Katravalis, a 27-year-old veter­ 
an of the anti-British EOKA 
underground. 
The rest of the 'R edbeard 
Gang” of Greek Cypriots left 
of their own volition after be­ 
ing advised by authorities that 
shopping for firearms in Is­ 
raeli stores, without applying

arms export licence, is a dou­

of Israel's Criminal Code; (2) 
against Israel’s neutrality laws.

A Brazilian foreign exchange

High School at Larkspur, has 
compared student body gov­ 
erning systems and declared 
Redwood's “a good idea.” 
"It has been a broadening 
experience to me to see a com­ 
pletely different type of school 
government here," said Evan- 
dro Ribiero, 18, here from a 
school in Espirito Santo state. 
“We have nothing like Red­ 
wood’s self-government, which 
I think is a good idea, in prin­ 
ciple.” 
The youth came to Redwood 
for the current school year. He 
is a senior residing with the 
Gordon P. Robinson family at 
16 Apollo Road, Belveron Gar­ 
dens. 
He said whereas at Redwood 
j the student body president is 
1 named by all-school popular 
! vote, each class in the Brazil­ 
ian school selects representa­ 
tives and they, in turn, select 
the president. 
The student president has 
far more power than at Red­ 
wood, Ribiero added, and can 
appoint all other student body 
I officers. 
He said these offices range 
down in importance even to 
naming player of music rec­ 
ords during lunch. The presi­ 
dent also is in charge of extra­ 
curricular activities 
such 
as 
dances, s c h o o l clubs, and 
sports. 
Class representatives, on the 
other hand, are responsible for 
forming teams for athletic con­ 
tests. At Redwood, he pointed 
out, there exists no intramural 
sports 
program, 
and 
paid 
coaches direct sports activities 
Ribiero cited most unusual 
power of the Brazilian student 
president as his right to be 
j lawyer for students. In a dis­ 
pute, he may call a student 
strike, needing only approval 
of the 
representatives.

Originally this oldtime Amer* 
; ican breakfast trio was cooked 
on top of the range and often 
! it still is. The bacon is fried in 
a 
big 
skillet, 
removed 
and 
drained. Then the apple rings 
; go into the bacon tat to get 
tender and flecked with gold­ 
en-brown. The hominy, too, is 
cooked or heated in a sauce­ 
pan. 


BUT PRESENT-DAY cooks 
often like to change about to 
suit their convenience, and we 
find that putting the bacon 
and hominy in the oven suits 
ours. 


We use canned hominy This, 
as you know, is usually avail­ 
able in 1-pound and 1-pound, 
13-ounce cans. Here in New 
York City only canned white 
hominy is generally around, 
but 
visiting down south we 
saw' that the yellow variety al­ 
so comes in cans. Count on 
three servings from the small 
can, six from the large. 
To get the hominy ready, we 
drain two of the 1-pound cans 
and dump the hominy onto a 
large rectangular sheet of mi- 
pcr-strength 
aluminum 
foil. 1 


Some hits of butter 
about 2 
tablespoons 
are 
scattered 
over the hominy. 
Then we 
tlin g together the two long 
ends of the foil and fold them 
over a couple of times to make 
a drugstore fold.

IN THE MEANTIME we’ve 
left half-pound (12 slices) of 
bacon at room temperature so 
the slices can be separated eas­ 
ily.

pan The bacon will shrink dur­ 
ing the baking, so if you have 
to lap over a few slices, just re­

About half an hour before 
breakfast time we put the pack­ 
age of hominy on a rack in the 
center of a hot (400 degrees) 
oven for 10 to 15 minutes.

IF YOl' want to use bacon 
drippings for cooking the ap­ 
ples. you can pour it out of the 
oven pan.

Water Plan Cost 
Jumps To More 
Than $2 Billion 


SACRAMENTO (DPI) — State 
officials announced yesterday 
that the final cost of the Cali­ 
fornia water plan is now- esti­ 
mated at nearly 2 14 billion 
dollars. 


The estimate appeared in the 
1964 water plan financial re­ 
port prepared by a committee 
under Gov. Edmund G. Brown. 
The report, which was sub­ 
mitted to the l e g i s l a t u r e , 
showed that the new estimate 
was 85.9 million dollars higher 


than the estimate matte last 
year. 
William E. Warne. state di­ 
rector of water resources, said 
that the increase resulted from 
new plans to deliver more state 
water further south, requiring 
enlargement of the California 
aqueduct and new pumps. 
The w-ater plan, designed to 
bring surplus northern Califor­ 
nia water into southern Cali­ 
fornia, was approved by vot­ 
ers in 1960 through their pas­ 
sage of a 1.75-biilion-d o 11 a r 
bond issue to handle construc­ 
tion costs. 


Last year, 17 whaling fleets 
roamed the iceberg - studded 
seas of Antarctica where 70 
per cent of the world’s whales 
are caught.

One of these days Forts Barry, Baker 
and Cronkhite are likely to be declared 
surplus, “ in excess of U.S. Army needs/' 
The huge old seacoast artillery guns 
which they originally based became ob­ 
solete before World War II. They were 
retained in workable condition through 
that war, “ just in case.’ About 15 years 
ago they finally were dismantled and 
scrapped. 
A few scattered sites in the huge 
reservation have had some essential use 
as sites for Nike and other anti-aircraft 
weaponry. 
Otherwise, what has gone on there 
could have been carried on about any­ 
where. Most of the land has long been 
surplus to essential military use, al­ 
though not yet formally so designated. 
It is time to make the designation

New Election Law Change Puzzles 
Certain Incumbent Legislators

S A C R A M E N T O — A 
new wrinkle in California's 
already-complex election law 
lias even a few legislators 
puzzled. 
Thii is somewhat surpris­ 
ing since the 1963 legislation 
was designed to favor incum- 
lient legislate rs. 
The new law requires a 
candidate for the legislature 
to file a notice of intention 
to run for the office This 
year, the period for filing the 
notice of intention opened 
Feb. 10 and ran through 
today. 
The period for filing actual 
nomination papers for legis­ 
lative offices runs from Fell 
24 through March 20. 


A PERSON who files In s 
intent to seek office does not 
have to follow through by 
actually 
filing 
nomination 
papers, but no person who 
has not filed a notice of in­ 
tent may 
file 
nomination 
papers. The notice of intent 
requires no signatures, other 


than that of the potential 
candidate. Nomination papers 
lor the legislature require 20 
signatures of registered vot­ 
ers. 
The apparent theory be­ 
hind the intent filing is to 
prevent dark horse-type can­ 
didates from coming up the 
lad day for nomination filing 
and catching the incumbent 
or leading candidate off hal- 
ance.

But have we thought in detail about 
this?

A. Connaughton said that the 
gadget, a can crusher, will be

The idea is that each camp­ 
er or picnicker will crush his 
cans before disposing of them 
in a trash barrel. The manu­ 
facturer of the device claims 
that this will reduce tin can 
volume by 90 per cent. 
This could do away with the 
overflow ing garbage cans often 
found by campers on busy 
days. It could also stretch out

1 real­ 
ize the art of being a good 
reporter requires the ability 
to write material for public 
interest and 1 am asking that 
you print this letter in your 
“ Letters tv, the Editor” col­ 
umn to correct any misun­ 
derstandings. 
The bodyguards provided 
for my husband and 1 were 
solely for reassurance to u> 
that we would at ail times be 
protected. There was actual­ 
ly no need for this type ot 
protection and as soon as I 
learned the manner in w hich 
to dispense with their serv­ 
ices 1 did >o. 
The incident of the British 
officer and the retaliation re 
ferred to in the interview 
article happened many years 
ago, in tact in 1927.

Japan's Papers Are Most Modern 


With Largest Per Capita Public 


TOKYO— Tapan is a news­ 
paper nation par excellence. 
Here are 95 million people 
with the lowest literacy rate 
in the world and, next to the 
British, the highest per capita 
newspaper readership any­ 
where. 
Many Japanese newspapers 
.still maintain their flocks of 
pigeons for emergency deliv­ 
ery of photographs when ty­ 
phoon weather blacks out 
communication, but make no 
mistake, 
today's 
Japanese 
press is not living in the car­ 
rier-pigeon age. 
In techniques of news-gath­ 
ering. in microwave facsimile 
transmission of whole edi­ 
tions for decentralized print­ 
ing, in large-scale automatic 
typesetting, 
the 
Japanese 
newspapers are in the van of 
the profession judged by the 
most modern standards in any 
country. 


TOKYO’S 
THREE 
great 
dailies serve a vast national 
readership 
throughout 
the 
Japanese island chain stretch­ 
ing a distance of 1.800 miles 
north and south. They arc 
fiercely competitive, massive­ 
ly thorough in news coverage 
teach has some 250 branch 
news offices) and use their 
own company airplanes, heli­ 
copters, and reportorial walk­ 
ie-talkie equipment to outdo 
each other. 
The Asahi. Mainiehi, and 
Yomiuri 
have 
circulations 
ranging from three-and-a-half 
million to over four million. 
With morning and afternoon 
editions, these “ big three” ac* 
c ount for 62 per cent of 
Japan's total newspaper cir­ 
culation. 
Both the Asahi and the 
Mainiehi have five printing 
plants— in Tokyo. Osaka. Na­ 
goya, 
Kyushu, 
and 
Hok­ 
kaido — and distribution net­ 
works to deliver papers speed­ 
ily throughout the country. 
The Asahi was the first in the 
world to use full-page facsim­ 
ile transmission on a daily 
continuous basis. The Yomiu­ 
ri operates the same system 
by microwave f rom Tokyo 
and Takaoka. 
While the Tokyo newspa­ 
pers can hardly match the 


best of the New York or Lon­ 
don papers, I would say that 
most of the Japanese press 
does a better job of thorough 
and balanced reporting than 
many American or European 
papers. 
The Japanese press covers 
world news with almost un­ 
matched completeness. The 
largest single national press 
corps in Washington, for ex­ 
ample, is Japanese. The Asa­ 
hi alone has five Washington 
correspondents. National and 
foreign news dominate the 
front pages. There is little 
sensationalizing of the news, 
(’rime 
is 
not 
overplayed. 
There are varied cultural and 
educational articles daily. In 
the main it is a balanced new s 
diet which the papers provide 
for a people who are avaric­ 
ious readers. 
The Japanese press is one 
of the freest in the world. 
This is a significant break 
with the past. When I was in 
Tokyo before World War II 
had put the government in 
the grip of the military, the 
Japanese 
world-wide 
new> 
gathering agency was under 
government domination and 
the newspapers were subset 
vient. 
Government restrictions on 
the press are no more. They 
were lifted by the American 
occupation and under the nm 
turing democracy which tin 
Japanese people have pra< 
tised since the peace treaty 
of 1951 the Japanese papers 
have with rare exception- 
used their freedom vigorously 
and responsibly. 
Japan is one of the few 
countries in the world where 
parliamentary 
proceeding 
are completely open for press 
coverage, not only by report 
ers but also by photograph 
ers. radio, and television and 
newsreel cameras. The “ques­ 
tion period” in the Diet dur­ 
ing w’ h i c h the government 
ministers are cross-examined 
by the opposition parties is 
carried on nationwide tele­ 
vision daily.

McNamara Hoping 
For Viet Pullout 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — De­ 
fense Secretary Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara has told Congress that 
he is still hopeful most U. S. 
forces can be withdrawn from 
Vietnam by the end of 1965. 
McNamara made the com­ 
ment in testimony made pub­ 


lic yesterday by the House 
armed services committee. He 


said 
the 
withdrawal 
would 
be done “ gradually” as train­ 
ing responsibilities were com­ 
pleted. 
McNamara told the lawmak­ 
ers that the Vietnamese “will 
be strong only if they develop 
the capabilities to carry on 


this war themselves.” 
I don’t believe we should 
leave 
one 
American 
there 
longer than is necessary for 
him to help them develop that 
capability.” he said. 
I . . . believe that the war 
in South Vietnam will be won 
primarily through Vietnamese 
effort.” McNamara said. “ It is 
a Vietnamese war. It is a war 
of the counterguerrillas against 
the guerrillas. We are only as­ 
sisting them through training 
and logistical support.” 
“ I think it is reasonable to 
expect that after four years of 
such training we should be 


able gradually to withdraw 
certain of our training per­ 
sonnel,” he said. 
McNamara told the commit­ 
tee that 101 Americans have 
been killed in combat in Viet­ 
nam. 
His testimony was given be­ 
hind closed doors Jan. 29. A 
censored version was released 
by the committee yesterday.
